NICOSIA,  CYPRUS,  (UPI) — Five  British  soldiers  sent 
to  Cyprus  to  keep  the  peace  were  manhandled  at  gunpoint  by 
Greek  Cypriot  police  Monday  at  Nicosia’s  Famagusta  gate. 

A BRITISH  spokesman  said  the  British  soldiers  in  uni- 
fonn  were  stopped,  forced  out  of  a taxi  at  gunpoint,  roughed 
up  and  searched  but  that  there  were  no  casualties. 

He  said  the  soldiers  were  not  allowed  to  proceed  until 
they  produced  identification.  He  did  not  say  whether  a for- 
mal protest  would  be  made  to  the  Cypriot  government.

Botanists  Finish 
Handy  Guide 
To  Utah  Plants 


The  most  comprehensive  work 
on  the  common  plants  of  Utah 
since  1925  is  being  published  at 
BYU’s  press. 

BYU  botanists  Dr.  Stanley  L. 
Welsh  and  Dr.  Glenn  Moore  and 
Dr.  Michciel  Treshow  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Utah  have  included 
over  2,400  species  in  their  “Guide 
to  Common  Utah  Plants.” 

THE  BOOK  WAS  written  pri- 
marily for  the  student  as  an 
identification  aid  and  as  a refer- 
ence for  the  serious  la^an  and 
the  forester,  said  Dr.  Welsh. 

The  research  for  this  book 
has  extended  over  a period  of 
several  years  before  it  was  fin- 
ally completed  by  Dr.  Welsh,  a 
taxonomist  dealing  with  the 
classification  and  distribution  of 
plants,  and  Dr.  Moore  who  as 
a morpho-genesist  determines 
factors  that  effect  development 
of  plant  organisms. 

DR.  SEVILLE  FLOWERS  of 
the  University  of  Utah,  aided  by 
drawing  151  detailed  illustrations, 
a project  started  some  twenty 
years  ago. 

Other  sections  were  contribut- 
ed by  laymen,  other  professors, 
and  past  and  present  students  of 
BYU. 

The  book  is  available  to  BYU 
students  at  the  bookstore  and  will 
be  used  at  the  College  of  South- 
ern Utah,  Dixie,  Snow  and  We- 
ber State  College.

THE  UNIVERSITY  of  Arizona 
came  in  first  with  198  of  the  505 
total  points  awarded.  Arizona 
State  followed  with  160 J.  BYU 
garnered  82J,  while  Utah  and 
New  Mexico  brought  up  the  tail 
end  with  37  and  26  points.
